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School Practice 

The students have three periods of supervised School 
Practice in Westmorland and in Lancashire Division I schools. 
These periods of practice are so spaced that there is one period 
in each of the three years ; three weeks in the first year, four 
weeks in the second year and five weeks in the third year. 

In addition to supervised practice, visits to different types 
of schools are arranged to give opportunities for observation of 
handicapped children and some knowledge of the varying methods 
used to meet their needs. 


The students also have the opportunity of observing and 
handling children in small groups at Fairfield P.N.E.U. School,

Many a girl on leaving school feels eager to fit herself for helping others. If she loves children, her 
thoughts will turn towards teaching— sometimes a little anxiously. If she does not intend to follow a university 
course, the question of a training college for general teaching becomes important. 

The Charlotte Mason College offers a training of exceptional interest and usefulness and makes a 
special appeal to a girl who thinks that religion should be the basis of all true education. The principles 
of Chailotte Mason, who founded the college in 1892 , still inspire the ground-plan of the training, which has 
recently been extended from two to three years. 
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A thorough general course is followed for the first four terms at college, after which students may 
specialise in two or three subjects, while the educational and cultural side of the training is continued throughout. 
Appreciation of art, music, literature and drama receives every encouragement. 

In providing a three-year course, the college undertakes to train students for teaching posts in primary 

and secondary maintained schools as well as in independent schools— especially the P.N.E.U. schools. With 
this end in view, the students have teaching practice in various Westmorland schools, according to their choice 

of age group from nursery to secondary grammar, and one school practice in another area, which may be near 

their own home town. 

In the Practising School attached to the college the programmes of work issued each term from the 
headquarters of the Parents’ Union School at Ambleside are followed. Junior and senior departments are run 
separately, each under its own headmistress. The school being mainly a boarding-school, the students have the 
advantage of gaining a knowledge of children out of school and are encouraged to take an interest in their 

character training. 

The beauty of the countryside makes its appeal and every incentive is used to widen the students’ 

knowledge of the Lake District, while the wonderful opportunities for nature study make outdoor activities a 

special feature of the college. 

On completion of the course, successful students are awarded the Charlotte Mason College Certificate and 
the Teacher s Certificate of the University of Manchester. They become life members of the Parents National 

Educational Union and are thus kept in constant touch with the ever-increasing demand for their services in this 

country and overseas. 
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Since the college is independent, though recognised, it receives no grant from the Ministry of Education 
Consequently, prospective, students cannot obtain grants from the Ministry for their training, but they are 
eligible for a ‘further education grant’ from their local education authority. It should be remembered : that 
being under no obligation to the Ministry, students of the Charlotte Mason College are free to make their 
choice of post on completion of the training.

The College is unique in having its own resident Practising 
School for children of all ages. The students all receive training in 
teaching and caring for children aged four to ten years ; some of them 
have experience in the senior school as well, teaching certain subjects as 
far up the school as they are able. An equal amount of school practice 
is earned out in the maintained schools of the district. This thorough 
practical training, supported by lectures in educational theory and method, 
enables a student at the end of her course to apply for a post in a 
maintained or independent school, having been trained for both. 

“ Of the three sorts of knowledge proper to a child,” says 
Charlotte Mason, “ the knowledge of God, of man, and of the universe 
— the knowledge of God ranks first m importance, is indispenable and 
most happy-making.” This ideal is kept in view throughout the training. 
Appreciation of Art and Music, love of literature and books are also 
part of the life of the College and Nature Study is a special feature, 
the neighbourhood of Ambleside providing an ideal background for this 
and other outdoor activities.
